HALF A MILLION LOSS. 


A Disastrous Fire Breaks Out in Savan- 
nah—A Fireman Hert. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 5.—The large brick 
block on Bay street, occupied by the Savan- 
nah Grocery Co., caught fire this morning, 
and burned fiercely. The fire proved to be 
the largest since the great con- 
da gration in April.

NOT A MURDER. 


Farmer Otto Kiauss’ Death Was Due to 
an Accident. 


The East St. Louis police were notified at 
noon to-day that the dead body ofan old 
German farmer, Otto Klauss, had been found 
near the Ohio & Mississippi Rallway 
track in the neighborhood of Canteen, 
about three miles north, Klauss was a 


resident of that vicinity. According tothe 
reports received by the police, which were 
meager, the old man had not been killed by 
a train, but by unknown persons, 
presumably tramps. Sheriff Langley, who 
happened to bein East St. Louis, was in- 
formed, and, accompanied by his deputy, 
Lawrence Mooney, he startedina buggy for 
Canteen to investigate. When he reached 
the place where the body was found and in- 
terviewed the persons who had discovered 
it, he learned that the old man’s 
death was due to an accident, and 
that the murder story was a ground- 
less rumor. Klauss was struck by a 
train late last Saturday night, while on his 
way home from East St. Louis, and was, it is 
presumed, instantly killed. His sons 
searched for him yesterday, but as the body 
was partfally concealed in the bushes 
alongsſat the rallway track, it was not dis- 
covefed until to-day. Coroner Campbell will 
hold an inquest to-morrow.

MARDI GRAS. 


Each Train Brings Guests to New Orleans 
to Witness the Carnival. 

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 5.—The weather here 
is bright, but the temperature is much colder 
than usual during the Mardigsras season. 
This morning’s trains brought hundreds of 
strangers from the North, East and West 
and the surrounding States, and the streets

BUTCHERY IN CHURCH. 


An Incident of the Czar’s War Against 
Religious Liberty. 


From tne Londoag Daily News. 

The Kolnische Volkazeitung, a Boman Catholic 
organ, publishes from a trustworthy source 
some sickening details of the massacre at 
Krosche, in the Government of Kovno, in 
Russian Poland, As is already Known, the 
Catholics of the place took it in turns to 
guard their church day and night to prevent 


its being taken by surprise — the Russians, 
At 2 o’clock on the morning of the 10th of No- 
vember Prefect Klingenbera, of Kovno, ar- 
rived at Krosche, accompanied by forty 
strongly armed policemen. 

There were about seventy persons in the 
church. Cursing and tyelliing, the lice 
rushed at the devotees, begt them with the 
knout and struck them with their swords, so 
that the church echoed with 6 cries of the 
wounded. Some succeeded in fleeing to the 
belfry, where they rang the bells, thus sum- 
moning: the rest of the inhabitants, who 
crowded into the building. A thousand ber - 
sons had soon collected, and the offic- 
lals had to retreat before superior num- 
bers, being forced out of the church d 
the people. Only the prefect remained, wit 
his deputy. He fied to the organ loft, and 
from there fired several times at the ple. 
who were not intimidated, Dut rus at him

A POOR TELEPHONE COMPARY. 

The poverty plea made by the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. is hard to understand in view 
of the enormous profit made by that mo- 
nopoly last year. 

The income in 1893 was 6860, 000, or about 
$160,000 more than the worth of the plant, 
which can be replaced for about $200,000. 
The absurdity of Mr. Durant’s piteous 
plea for more concessions, higher prices 
and lower taxes is apparent in the face of 
those figures. 

The operating expenses of the concern 
are certainly not more than $60,000, 
which is an outside estimate. Add 
to this the royalties on patents 
which the stockholders pay to 
themselves. Nobody knows what these 
are, but conceding even the highest prices 
itis impossible not to see that the Bell 
company is an enormously profitable con- 
cern. Probably the people of St. Louis 
pay not less than $250,000, not for services 
rendered, but as pure tribute to this cor- 
poration which enjoys the taxing power. 

For years the municipalities of the 
United States have yielded to ‘‘bluffs’’ 
and the Bell company has gradually ac- 
quired monopoly power of the most oppres- 
sive kind. How much longer it will 
enjoy its valuable privilege to take 
something for nothing depends altogether 
upon the patience of the American people. 
In St. Louis it begins to look as if the 
stock of patience was well nigh exhausted.

COMFORT FOR SENATOR HILL. 

The Senators who are opposing Wheeler 
H. Peckham’s confirmation in the Senate 
are no longer without good reason for 
urging its defeat on the ground of his 
unfitness for the Supreme Bench. Mr. 
Peckham himself has put into their hands 
the gravest charge against his competence 
for the high office to which he has been 
nominated by failing to vote in the recent 
congressional election in New York City. 

Mr. Peckham is a resident of the district 
in which Brown was defeated by Quigg. 
It was a Democratic district and the 
victory of Quigg was trumpeted abroad by 
the Republicans as a vindication of 
Republicanism and proof of popular 
reaction against Democratic policy 
as set forth by the programme of the Demo- 
cratic majority in Congress. It was ex- 
ploited as a protest of the people against 
the Wilson bill. The defeat of Brown was 
undoubtedly a great blow to Democracy, 
andan attempt was made to modify its 
force by charging it to the treachery of 
Tammany. 

But now come the Tammanyites with 
the accusation that neither the nominee 
for the United States Supreme bench nor 
his nephew, Rufus H. Peckham, voted in 
the election, although both are residents 
of Brown’s district. The truth of the ac- 
cusation is admitted by Nephew Peckham, 
who pleads in extenuation of the fault 
that he and his uncle forgot that there was 
an election. We had not been asked to 
vote, he says, either verbally or by 
olroular, and ia the hurry of business we 
forgot all about the election until it was 
too late.’’ 

This explanation is doubtless true, but 
its truthfulness does not mitigate, but 
rather enhances the gravity of the offense. 
It is a confession that the first sacred duty 
of citsenship and the interests of his 
country are so lightly regarded by Mr. 
Peckham that he can forget so important 
a matter as a Congressional election in his 
own district. His private business can 
wholly drive out of his mind the duty he 
owes to himself, his party and his coun-_ 
try.

MONOPOLY IW IRON. 


The acquisition of the iron mines of Lake 
Superior by John D. Rockefeller gives 
the great oll king’’ a practical monop- 
oly of that mineralin the U nited States. 
The ore is so easily extracted that workers 
in most other mines cannot hope to com- 
pete with him when the necessary trans- 
portation facilities are established. 

This event makes it, more than ever be- 
fore, necessary to put iron ore on the free 
list to save Americans from the rapacity of 
their fellow-countrymen. 
that product will be so much given away 
without an equivalent toa man who is 
said to be already loaded down with more 
than a hundred million dollars. To help 
a man so well able to help himself would 
be criminal folly, a sign that the Ameri- 
can people had lost the instinct of self- 
preservation and self-government, 
were preparing to place themselves once 
tor all in the hands of a pfelfish oligarchy 
of wealth. 

But even with iron ore free Mr. Rocke- 
feller can do pretty much as he pleases 
with the market. 
of the Southern mines which have been 
recently developed and can organize the 
whole industry in a gigantic trust. 
cost of transportation is against foreign 
importation, which cannot much affect the 
market west of the Alleghanies. 
either a protective or a free trade policy 
Mr. Rockefeller has a monopoly which he 
is not likely to use for the benefit of the 
consumer of iron. : 

Transactions like this emphasize the 
necessity for some better measures of re- 
lief than have yet been had. The Sher- 
man anti-trust law has never really been 
owing to the lukewarmness or 
positive hostility of two attorneys-gen- 
There is good authority for the be- 
lief that it is constitutional, but whether 
or not it will be effective can be determined 
only by actual trial. 

But to really destroy monopolies of this 
kind probably something more 
needed. And it is to the States 
that we must look for the surest remedy. 
The power of taxation can be exercised 
with good effect when it shall appear that 
the profits of the business are due in any 
degree to monopoly. This is a fair object 
of taxation, and no wrong would be done 
in wiping out, if necessary, every dollar 
of income which comes not from invest- 
ment and labor but from privilege and 
We shall have to meet this 
question at some time, and Mr. Rockefeller 
isdoing what he can to bring it to an 
acute stage. 
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gestive extract: 

The proportion of their income paid in tax- 
ation by the poor is greater than that paid 

by the rich, and though this anomaly is no 
doubt largely due to the incidence of alco- 
holic duties which it is obviously undesira- 
dle to reduce, yet the enormous contribution 
under this head ofthe poorer classes ought 
in fairness toexempt them from any other 
indirect taxation. 
weight of taxation, which is really felt as a 
severe burden by persons of small means, 
ought to be diminished by a much heavier 
assessment upon persons of fortune who do 
not at present feel the burden at all, and 
whose share of taxation might be greatly in- 
creased without even then imposing upon 
them any substantial sacrifice, and we most 
strongly urge upon you that the Government 
should at once embark upon this policy. 

And yet not quite one-half the revenue 
is paid by the producing class, the poor 
consumers who keep the country going. 
Since the great fiscal reforms of Sir Robert 
Peeland Mr. Gladstone the tendency has 
been to put the greater burden upon the 
rich and privileged classes, upon those best 
And although consider- 
progress has 
is, in the opinion of these 94 members, 
still room for a juster distribution. 

In this country the whole weight of Fed- 
eral taxation falls upon the consumer. No 
discrimination is made between rich and 
poor. consumers and the consequence is 
that the latter have to practically bear the 
whole burden, as the consumption of tax- 
able articles by the rich man is very little 
more than by the poor laborer, and the 
poor far outnumber the rich. And yet 
when an attempt is made to oorreot this 
gross wrong an outcry is made on the 
ground that to tax the incomes of the rich 
is class legislation or communism. The 
profits of privilege should, according to 
the opponents of the income tax, be 
exempt, but the earnings of labor are made 
to bear the full burden 


able to bear it.

A Franchise Outrage. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Knowing your valued paper has always 
sustained the Interests of the citizens of St. 
Louis, as well as your subscribers, I would 
like to call your attention to a most serious 
matter that has been overlooked and to 


which I would most earnestly ask your reply. 
Last week the Mayor — a bill, the same 
which Mayor Noonan vetoed, to me a most 
dangerous precedent toestablish with rafl- 
road monopclies. Ireferto the Manchester 
Road Electric Railroad Co. This bill forces 
the people west of King’s highway and the 
city limits to pay 10 cents to Fourth 
street and make a transfer, while 
those living on the lines of street railways of 
longer distance, such as Broadway, St. Louis 
& suburban, and Tower Grove, make no 
transfer and pay only a nickel. If this Dill 
that Is forced upon us is just, then the Scul- 
lin line, California & Tower Grove, Maflltt’s, 
Tower Grove, Forest Park, Lindell Rallway, 
Compton Heights, Chouteau Avenue, Finney 
Avenue, Olive Street and Jefferson Avenue 
lines and others whose present terminus 
is within a short distance of the city limits, 
can obtain a like franchise by using the 
name of others, thus obtaining a.10-cent ride 
to city limits by extending their tracks no 
greater distance than that of the Magchester 
Road Electric Ratlroad Co., which Is about 
2% miles. The Missouri Pacific is giving us 
cheaper rates and shorter time to Fourth 
street than lO cents. I can see no advantage 
to our suffering suburban country neighbors 
living outside of city limits who «in be 
charged extra 5 cents, thus making 
their fare 15 cents, which is also higher than 
the Missouri Pacific. While in the opinion of 
our community the enterprise is not likely to 
be fostered, yet to me it seems an injustice 
tous as residents and property-owners to 
force a lo-cent road, when those living in 
other parts of the city can ride a greater 
distance for one-haif the fare, and are thus 
enabled to offer better inducements to real 
estate buyers.

A Decisive Engagement Looked For Be- 
fore Nightfall—Foreigners Believe It 
Will End in the Rebel Admiral’s 
Defeat and terminate the Revo- 
lutionary Movement—Honors to Ben- 
ham.

Kto DE JANEIRO, Feb. 5.—Uniless present in- 
dications turn out to be incorrect the fate of 
President Peixoto and Admiral da Gama and 
his followers will be decided to-day. ; 

During Saturday night and Sunday the 
Insurgents steamed their ships into positions 
of advantage, preparatory to making a 
thorough and decisive a.tack upon the Gov- 
ernment positions at Nictheroy especially. 
It is understood that this isa final and des- 
gerate effort upon the part of the Insurgents 
and that on its success everything depends, 
go far as the revolution is concerned. 

It igexpected that before 12 0’clock to-day 
the insurgents will succeed in landing a force 
on shore, which, covered by the fire of the 
rebel vessels, will advance upon the Govern- 
ment positions and the final battle is then 
expected to be fought. 

The foreign warships are closely watching 
the operations and there has been no further 
interference of any sort up to the time this 
dispatch is filed. 

The genera! opinion ashore seems to be that 
the insurgents will be defeated and that the 
collapse of the rebellion in this part of the 
country at least will immediately follow. 


Honoring Benham. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 56.—Admiral Benham’s 
future may be affected by the recent inei- 
Gent in Rio harbor, and the resolution intro- 
duced by Bepresentative Money compli- 


menting the Admiral. The thanks of Con- 
Kress is an honor very highly prized in mil 
tary and naval circles, and it carries with it 
not only dignity and honor, but also several 
important official advantages. One of these 
is that the time of an Officer’s§ ro- 
tirement is put off. In the case of 
Admiral Benham he will be retired in 
April next, but should Congress give 
himaresolution of thanks his period of 
active service would be extended ten years 
further. This would be the most signal da! 
nity at the present time as there are few fn 
the naval service who enjoy the honor. It 
would also carry the pay of an officer on the 
active list, which is considerably above the 
pay of the retired. 

Mr. Money has been aliveto the facts tnat 
wy: honor¢ attached to a vote of thanks, 

nd he has sought to so frame his compll- 
mentary resolution as not tocarry these legal 
privileges. Mr. Money isa strong admirer 
of Admiral Benham’s promptness and Amer- 
icanism, but he thinks the Rio incident hard- 
ly notable enough to extend the Admiral’s 
service ten years or give himthe privileges 
of the floors of Congress. The reason is quite 
broad, however, and the opinion prevails 
that it is the vote of thanks contemplated in 
the law as the basis for special privileges and 
dignities. 


Purpose of Da Gama’s Movement. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 5.—Navy officers 
here think that if Da Gama, as reported 
from Rio to-day, has determined to risk his 
cause in a decisive assault upon 
Peixoto’s shore batteries and forts 
in Rio Bay, the step has 
been taken because he fears to longer delay a 
trial ofstrength, He knows that Peixoto’s 
auxiliary fleet, the Nictheroy, Amer- 
ica and the Toulon squadron, are 
likely to soon arrive off Rio and materially 
strengthen the forces of the Brazilian Gov- 
ernment. Realizing this Da Gama will 
strike the hardest blow he can before 
the arrival of these ships. If he comes off 
victorious he will then meet the coming fleet 
and try his guns upon them.

ST. LOUIS PACKET LINES 


Arrangements for Their Consolidation 
Nearly Completed. 


Another meeting of some of the represen- 
tatives of the St. Louis packet lines, which 
have determined to consolidate, was held 
this morning in the office of the Meramec 
Iron Miniag Co., 822 Pine street. There were 
present Henry and William Leyhe and G. W. 
Hill of the Eagle Packet Co, and 
Turner Lewis of the St. Louis, Naples 


and Peoria Packet Co. The object of the 
meeting was the perfecting of the detalis of 
the consolidation, the representatives of the 
Eagle, Cheorokee, Naples and Idlewild com- 
panies havingall agreed to make the change. 

Owing to certain legal requirements in re- 
gard tothe notification of stockholders and 
other matters, the papers can not as yet be 
executed,, but there is no doubt at ali in re- 
gard toa positive outcome of the present ne- 
gotiations. 

The consolidated companies willbe known 
as the Eagle Packet Co. The capital stock 
will be $150,000. The other concerns transfer 
their property to the new cor- 
poration and take stock as 
payment in return. The officers of 
the new corporation have not been chosen 
yet, but all the interests involved will be 
represented so that while the old name of the 
Eagle company ts preserved, it is not exactly 
a swallowing by that concern of the others. 

Turner Lewis, Vice-President of the St. 
Louis, Naples & Peoria Packet Co., has been 
foremost in envineéring the new deal. He 1s 
anxious tohavethe public understand that 
it is not a combine, a pool or a trust. 

„The Kagie Racket Co., he says, simply 
increases its capital stock and purchases 
the other properties, This company has 
always been a corporation. The nominal 
amount of its capital is $104,000, but owing to 
the sale of certain properties it is actually 
not more than $35,000. The various transfers 
were made on this basis. 

Mr. Lewis was asked the object and ef- 
fects on traffic of the change. 

The object of course, he said, ‘‘was to 
make money. We will save in store ex- 
penses, by a decrease in the number. of 
agents, clerks, etc. : 

Instead of four sets of officers we will now 
have onlyone. The rates will not be affected 
any,except in one instance. The Spread Kagie 
and Cherokee, running between here and 
Alton, have been flerce rivals. They have at 
times cut the rate until both sides bave lost 
money. In the future that will stop. The 
public will in no way suffer and the owners 
of the different lines be more pros perous.

VAILLANT BEHEADED. 


Execution of the Anarchist Who Threw 
the Bomb in the French Chamber. 


PaRiIs, Feb. 5.—Auguste Vaillant, the An- 
archist who on Dec, 9 last threwa bomb 
into the Chamber of Deputies, was executed 
at about 7:30 o’clock this morning. His last 
words were: ‘‘Death to society; long live 
Anarchy.’’ 

The night was pitch dark when the work of 
erecting the guillotine was commenced. 
This familiar death machine arrived in two 
large vans at about 3:30 a. m., accompanied 
by M. de Paris (u. Diebler), the public 
executioner, dressed in a frock coat 
and a high hat. dM. Diebler super- 
intended every little detail of the 
work of his several assistants. 

The police arrangements were admirable 
and long before the hour set for the execu- 
tion complete order prevailed everywhere, 
and the Chief ofthe Municipal Police moved 
toward the prison with his lieutenants prep- 
aratory to the real business of the day. Hy 
this time the rain had stopped and every 
point of vantage about the Place de la Ko- 
quette had been occupied. The judicial 
authorities arrived atthe prison at 6:15 a. 
m., and entering tue cell occupied by Valil- 
lant they woke him and informed him that 
his last hour had arrived. 

Vaillant did not seem to be in the least as 
tonished or much alarmed. He turned 
deadly pale, it is true, but he began — — 
With all the haste which could be expecte 
and remarked tooneof the prison attend- 
ants: ‘*You see I was right in saying that 
my sentence would not be commuted.’’ 

Twice during the preparations for death 
Vaillant refused to see the prison chaplain. 
saying upon one of these occasions: I do 
not believe in religion; it is allasham. Let 
those who profess religion give some evi- 
agence of it by extending a helping hand to 
tue. deserving poor. This will do more to 
crush Anarchy than all the armiesof the 
world.’’ 

At exactly 7:20 a. m. the veteran Officer in 
command of the Gardes Republicane gave 
the order to ‘‘draw s words. Very soon 
afterwards the Diack gates of the prison 
were swung open and Vaillant appeared, 
head erect and defiant, ‘between M. Diebler 
and his assistants. The crowd was not slow 
to notice that no chaplain accompanied the 
condemned man, and it was said in a loud 
tone from several among those gathere 
witness the execution: ‘‘He dies a t 
Anarchist. Here and there, as Vaillant 
appeared, were heard a few faint ories of 
Vive l’Anarchie.’’ i 

When Vaillant neared the gulllotine he 
glanced upward at the gleaming Knife sus- 
pended between the two uprights, the blade 
shining out clear and distinct owing tothe 
rays of the many lanterns around the 
scaffold and then he shouted: Vive 
y Anarchie. * ; 

A moment later, ashe was ascending the 
steps leading to the platform of the gull- 
lotine, the desperate anarchist shouted, ‘‘A 
mort les Bourgeolse,’’ (Death to the Bour- 
geoise). As he uttered this cry Vaillant 
reached the foot ofthe sliding plank which 
leads the body of the criminal wren strapped 
on it, beneath the «noife. After one quick 
push he cried, ‘‘Death"to society. 

Vaillant had hardly uttered these words 
when he was seized by M: Wiebler’s assist- 
antsand thrown opon the sliding plank or 
basculo, to which he was strapped with re- 
markable rapidity, and ia less time than it 
takes to write it his body was thrust through 
tne lunette or hole in the end of the scaffold, 
upon which a half circle or locking- piece 
falls after the headis through, a spring was 
touched and the shining knife above the An- 
archist’s neck sped downward witha swift 
and nolseless movement and Vaillant had 
suffered for hie crime. 

As the body was being carried away the 
crowds made a tremendous rush forward for 
the guillotine, but were restrained by the 
troops and police, who compelied the specta- 
tors to remainin place until the gulliotine 
had been entirely removed.
